Mexican border was reflected hero today by the continuation of prepara- 
tions for any emergency, principally the possibility of President Taft calling 
u special session of congress to pass upon the question of intervention. 


With tho border patrols, strengthened by additional cavalry and other 


troops, practically upon their arms at posts throughout the west, ready to 
move ut an hour's notice to supplant tho forces on the Arizona and New 
•Mexican frontier, war department officials felt they had the situation well 
in hand for the present, but were apprehensive of the next move of the reb- 
el general, -Snlazii;-, encamped within sight of the United States troops, pro- 
testing ho meant no harm, but believed to be planning another raid into 
American territory.

Action of Board Not Known 


The report of the committee of 


business men appointed to select 
a site for the proposed new coun- 
ty building which was made pub- 
lic Saturday, has caused eonsider- 
erablo favorable" comment Over -

take on the report, in special 
meeiing, to be held some time 
this month. It appears to be the 
opinion of the majority who have 
commented on the report that the. 
committee should have united on 
one site, that of the entire block 
on Monument Square, and there 
erect'a new court house and aiso 
a eity hull, and if some concrete 
proposition had been offered to 
Uie county board, It is believed it 
would have due consideration. 
The committee did not announce 
tho values of property in any of 
the three sites proposed, neith- 
er were estimates given and that 
is what the country members of 
the county board ot supervisors 
insist or, having, so,that they may 
know what price must be paid 
for a ne\v site or an addition to 
the present site.

ficial;; favor the construction of 
the city and county buildings on 
the site fronting on Monument 
Square. 
They believe that with- 


in a few yours Monument Square 
ami Main street will have several 
handsome business blocks and 
that Monument Square will be the 
center and the city and county 
buildings should be in that cen- 
ter.
